Girl’s Death in River

Gandhi, Released by British, 
Will Seek General Amnesty 


Indian Leader Says He 
Harbors No Ill Feeling 
and Will Give Plans of 
England Study.

CHINCHWAD, India, Jan. 27.— 
(Tuesday)—(#)—Within forty min- 
utes after Mahatma Gandhi had been 
released from Yeroda prison at Poona 


last night, the Associated Press cor- 
respondent and a Reuter Agency rep- 
resentative obtained an interview in 
which the nationalist leader told in 
plain language how he felt after more 
than eight months’ incarceration. 

In doing so they hurdled numerous 
obstacles, for all day the British 
prison officials had been chary of giv- 
ing details of the impending release 
and would not divulge any information 
as to how Gandhi would be taken from 
India’s most famous prison. 

But the correspondents made a logi- 
cal inference as to the probable method 
of emergence from the prison and 
made a dramatic dash for this village 
through a screen of dust over plowed 
fields and rugged cart tracks, twice 
losing their way. 

lventually they reached the little 
station platform where sat this frail 
and sad fragment of humanity await- 
ing a train to Bombay, his teeth chat- 
tering as he sat in the flickering light 
of dirty globed lanterns with only a 
flimsy piece of homespun about him. 

“Oh, yes, I have a message for the 
American people,” said Gandhi in re- 
sponse to a question. 

“They should study with greatest 
care conditions and problems in India 
before formulating judgment. Study, 
study, study—that is the only way to 
understand in sympathy the real 
friendship. 

“T have received countless messages 
from America during my incarcera- 
tion which have both helped and in- 
terested me. But I feel there is much 
misunderstanding there about India 
despite all that my greatest friend,

that the attack was unjustifiable. 

Captain William P. Cluett was mor- 
tally wounded when a one-pound shot 
from the coast guard cutter tore away 
the forward yardarm of the Josephine 
K. The commander of the coast guard 
cutter reported the shooting took place 
within the 12-mile limit when the rum 
runner refused to heed warning shots 
to stop. 

Meanwhile 21 officers and seamen 
of the Josephine K, and the barge 
Brooklyn, and the tug Dauntless No. 
6, which were seized with the rum 
runner, were arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Cotter today and 
held under bonds ranging from $500 
to $7,500 each for hearings February 
10. The crew members charged that 
the commander of the coast guard 
boat was intoxicated at the time of 
the capture and subjected them to 
abuse, 

“As I know,” said Halle, “after 
studying the case for 24 hours, the

As a matter of fact, my cables were 
too often regarded merely as recom- 
mendations which the bureaus might 
approve or not, as they chose.

conception of their functions was en- | 


tirely erroneous in that there had been 
no previous study of these questions 
made at home and they could not, from 
that distance, know what we needed 
as well as we ourselves knew. More- 
over, in principle it was simply their 
duty to furnish the army what is ask-

was satisfactory. Under the conditions | 
there was danger that our ports would 
become hopelessly congested, although | 
three weeks later, and after further | 
urgent appeals, the war department | 
promised to send stevedores at once. | 

From our point of view it was not | 
understood why any number of labor- | 
ers, both skilled and unskilled, should 
not have been sent to France prompt- | 
ly. It may be stated, however, that it | 
was more than hinted that there ex- | 
isted in administration circles a lin- 
ering hope that after all it might not | 
be necessary to send large numbers of | 
men abroad. There were other indi- 
cations that this might have been the 
reason—the delay in senditg. over 
troops, the slowness in beginning the | 
preparation of cantonments, and in or- | 
gaizing the ports of embarkation. | 

There was also an apparent failure | 
to utilize all available shipping to | 
send abroad material for the construc- | 
tion of docks and railways. All! these 
apparent delinquencies could be ex- 
plained on the abgye hypothesis, and | 
it is not easy to @xplain them other- | 
wise unless it be conceded that there 
existed in Washington in those ear- 
lier months a lack of comprehension 
of the importance. the urgency and 
the immensity of the task or want of 
leadership in handling it.

The effect of this order was to take

“I emerge from ~ with an abso- 
lutely open mind,” he continued, “un- 
fettered by enmity and unbiased in ar- 
gument. I am prepared to study the 
whole situation from every point of 
view and to discuss the prime minis- 
ters statement (made at the conclu- 
sion of the roundtable conference in 
London) with Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru 
und ether delegates on their return. 

“They sent me an urgent cable ap- 
pealing to me that I suspend judg- 
ment until I discussed the whole situa- 
tien and all its problems with them. 

“I am prepared to study every great 
problem which now faces India, pro- 
vided that those on the other side will 
approach such problems in the same 
spirit as I.” 

Then, indicating that this queerest 
of all politicians believes he still holds 
the trump card, he added: 

“I very sincerely believe that every 
political prisener now in jail (only 
Gandhi and his outstanding colleagues 
are being released) for being connected 
with my civil disobedience campaign 
Should be released, and none of us 
leaders should be happy as long as 
any of our brothers and sisters are 
in jail.” 

“If the Indian government does not 
see eye to eye with you in the matter,” 
asked the correspondent, “what will 
you do?’ 

Whereupon Gandhi replied: 

“I don’t know at this stage. I have 
made no plans yet, nor formulated any 
policies, nor even fixed my movements 
for the immediate future.” 

The nationalist leader commended 
the treatment given him by prison of- 
ficial€, and when asked if he were like- 
ly to return to Yeroda, replied with 
a simile: 

“Possibly, you never know.’ 

lsefore leaving the prison he told of- 
ficials he was likely to be back with- 
in two months. 

About this time great commotion 
was caused on the platform by the 
mahatma’s sudden discovery that he 
had lost what he called “an invalu- 
able portfolio in a satchel.” It evi- 
dently was left in the last-minute rush 
to leave the prison and an officer 
vrromised Gandhi that it would be sent 
lim as soon as possible. 

Suddenly, with a shrill shriek which 
made the diminutive Indian Cromwell 
jump as though shot, the Bombay train 
roared inte the station. Gandhi ex- 
tended his thin hand for a_ hearty 
shake and said he was pleased at 
being able to send a message to the 
Amerivan people within an hour of 
his release at such a critical time. 

Small talk on all subjects continued 
while Gandhi's load of luggage was 
piled in his train compartment. This 
was half filled with spinning wheels, 
bedding, bookcases, sacks of letters and 
other knickknacks, Gandhi paying spe- 
cial personal attention to his favorite 
spinning wheel. He long has preached 
that Indians should manufacture their 
own cotton cloth and thus boycott the 
British product. 

Not a soul in this tiny outpost real- 
ized who was in their midst until a 
few passengers on the train suddenly 
recognized the traveler and raised the 
famous congress war cry: 

“Long live Gandhi, our king!” 

Their shout rent the chilly night air 
and set half a hundred mongrel dogs 
atune with howling for the next two 
hours.

WE WARMLY RECOMMEND 
SOME mos - FOR COLD 


Early in December a New Jersey 
reader submitted this timely and 
homely suggestion, and while I have 
not tried it personally I mean to 
when I get old enough and meanwhile 
I heartily recommend it to all our 
readers who suffer with cold feet. In 
my own case the suffering comes on 
along toward 3 a.m., and at that 
hour a fellow is reluctant to make 
any commotion at all more than he 
makes accidentally while creeping up 
to bed in the dark, especially if he 
has been reading the latest mystery 
yarn. Let our New Jersey friend 
carry on: 

“Since cider and vinegar are com- 
monly sold in glass jugs holding a 
gallon, these jugs are available every- 
where and are commonly thrown away 
when empty. If old people, cold peo- 
ple and sick people will fill such a 
jug with hot water when about to re- 
tire, they will find that as warmers 
these glass jugs beat any rubber or 
metal water bottles, and will keep 
a bed warm until noon the next day, 
first because they hold a larger quan- 
tity of water and second because 
they may be filled with water near 
the boiling point. Such a hot jug 
anywhere in the bed makes the whole 
bed snugly warm. It is fine, too, for 
bellyache and for stiff joints. I am 
well, but to climb into ice cold sheets 
makes me feel like an icicle and I just 
curl up and shiver and stay cold and 
miserable, being afraid to straighten 
out and relax. But with my good old 
water jug, bed is the warmest spot I 
know, and with my feet nice and 
warm J] enjoy the blast of cold air 
coming in through the wide open win- 
dows.

The house committee on state of 
the republic Monday returned a favor- 
able report by substitute on a resolu- 
tion urging strict economy in the ad- 
ministration of all state departments.

Peterson 
explained that the figures carried in 
the original bill were not stressed in 
the substitute, but that he had offerei 
the measure again merely for the pur- 
pose of placing before the house a 
framework on which to base possible 
cuts in appropfiations. 

The penitentiary committee also re- 
ported favorably on a resolution by 
Representative Bennett, of Clarke, 
providing for appointment of a com- 
mission to arrange for purchase of a 
state prison farm. 


Consideration of proposed motor 
bus regulatory legislation will be re-

In presenting Dr. Soule’s speech, 
Tr. MecHatton said that education, 
next to religion, stands out as the 
most positive force concerned in the 
development and progress of mankind. 
In regard to education Dr. Soule’s ad- 
dress said:

He was being held overnight in the 


row to the chain gang from which 
he escaped for a short while and to 
double shackles. 

In less than three hours, however, 
deputies of Sheriff James R. Hicks, 
Jr., had recaptured them. They were 
placed in the Bibb county jail. They 
were returned to camp in the after- 
noon. | 

“Just wanted a little vacation,” | 
Johnson said as the depnties drove 
their car beside the pair walking along. 
Hanson street in South Macon. | 

And it was for the same reason) 
virtually that Johnson made two other 
attempts in months past to escape. 
only to be recaptured within a few 
hours each time. 

Johnson and Jarrett Benford were | 
arrested in the spring of 1924 follow-

Hines was the fitst witness as the 
committee opened hearings on the 
proposal, which was indorsed yester- 
day by the national executive com- 
mittee of the American Legion, and 
is being demanded by some members 
of both houses to afford relief to vet- 
erns in need because of the depres- 
sion. 

Without expressing his personal 
view on the legislation, Hines pre- 
sented figures to show many veterans 
are hard pressed financially. 

Loans to them on their certificates 
have increased during the present 
month to a figure far in excess of any 
previous ‘month, he said. 

So far this month, he testified, 
loans amounting to $17,000,000 have 
been made and they are being pro- 
vided at the’ rate of about $1,000,000 
n day, -whereas. formerly they have 
averaged between $5,000,000 and $7,- 
000,000 a month. ~ 

Demands for the loans are not con- 
fined to any one section and part of 
the nation, he said. 

The veterans’ administrator pre- 
sented the senate committee with a 
comprehensive set of figures to show 
the cost of all the various proposals 
which have been made for giving the 
World War soldiers cash for their 
service certificates. 

Immediate cash redemption of the 
c:rtificates on the basis of their cum 
rent vaue would cost $1,707,507,000, 
he testified. 

Immediate cash payment of their 
face value, as of 1945, would cost 
$3,412,000,000, he said, but the gov- 
ernment would save about .$1,000,000 
a year between now and then in ad- 
ministrative costs.

his family because of his death.” 

He pointed out, however, that if a 
veteran borrowed 50 per cent of the 
face value of his certificate today it 
would have little remaining value. 

The present “cash surrender value” 
of all outstanding certificates is $1,- 
742,520,393, Hines continued, or an 
average of about $512 a certificate.

JURY RE-INDICTS 
SARAH E. POWERS 


MACON, Ga., Jan. 26.—(”)—Mrs. 
Sarah Elizabeth Powers, 74, who was 


granted a new trial by the supreme 
court as the instigator of the murder 
of James W. Parks, young orphan 
printer, was re-indicted today by the 
Bibb county grand jury on two 
counts. 

In one count the aged woman is 
charged with having counselled and 
commanded Earl Manahester to kill 
Parks, not being present at the time 
of the actual slaying. In the other 
count Mrs. Powers is charged with 
having aided, counselled and abetted 
Manchester in the slaying at her 
rooming house, being present at the 
time the murder was committed. 

The new indictment was secured, 
it was said by court officials, so the 
state could meet a new theory that 
the slaying occurred in Mrs, Powers’ 
establishment, instead of at a railroad 
culvert near the Ocmulgee river, 
where the body was discovered late- 
in May, 1929. 

Manchester, at his trial, said the 
murder was committed near the rail- 
road culvert. Later he gave a new | 
version and stated that Parks was 
murdered in Mrs. Powers’ rooming 
establishment on the third floor of the 
old Georgia Banking Company build- 
ing, at the intersection of Cherry and 
Second streets.

EDWARD EDWARDS 
TAKES OWN LIFE 


JERSEY CITY. N. J., Jan, 26.— 
(P)—Edward I; Edwards, who rose 
from a &2-a-week bank runner to ex- 
'alted posts of government and* finance, 
‘and who lost both, together with his 
health in recent years, committed 


suicide last night by shooting in the 
| bedroom of his apartment. He was 
'68 years old. 

| A note, in a sealed envelope, ad- 
dressed to his daughter and a slip 
of paper within to his son, said **Good- 
by—Dad,” and directed attention to 
his insurance policies and _ private 
| papers. 

The body of the former New Jer- 
sey governor and United States sena- 
tor was found today by Charles Baum- 
garten, friend and legal advisor, whose 
fear for Mr. Edwards was aroused 
when he failed to keep an appoint- 
ment. He knew that Edwards had re- 
moved a revolver from a drawer at 
his office. 

In the locked bedroom, where the 
body was found, it was found also 
that Edwards, intent upon death, was 
mindful of. the well-being of a_ pet. 
He had filled to overflowing a water 
trough and food cup for his parrot. 

Colonel Edward JI. Edwards, Jr., 
and Miss Elizabeth Edwards an- 
nounced tonight the funeral services 
would be held Wednesday at St. Paul’s 
Episcopal church. 

Miss Edwards, who made her home 
with her father, was in a state of 
collapse and delayed for several hours 
opening the note her father addressed 
to her. 

As governor of New Jersey in 1920 
and United States senator from 1922 
to 1928, Ewards was known as “the 
wettest of the wet,” but his arguments 
against prohibition law were social in 
origin. He did not drink, although 
his political career was sharply punc- 
tuated with definite opinions on the 
rights of others to do so. 

His stalwart opposition to prohibi- 
tion brought him mention from wet 
democrats as a possible nominee of the 
democratic party for president in 1924. 

Edwards was in ill health, and had 
been for a long time a sufferer from 
cancer. He had severed his connec- 
tions with banking and politics. The 
latter as a result of disagreements 
with Frank Hague, mayor of Jersey 
City and once his warm friend.
